Madam  Chairman,  Madam  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  annual  report  on  the  health 
and  vital  statistics  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1958. 

Looking  back  on  the  reports  for  the  past  five  years  I  find 
that  the  population  of  our  district  has  risen  from  17,860  (Mid-year 
1954)  to  18,550  (Mid-year  1958)  i.e.  an  increase  of  some  700 
residents,  and  the  number  of  inhabited  bouses  has  risen  from 
5,351  to  5,827  during  the  same  period.  In  1954  the  Rateable  Value 
was  assessed  as  £79,630  and  this  has  since  then  increased  by 
£72,941  to  £152,571  giving  a  gross  sum  represented  by  a  Id.  rate 
of  £599  as  compared  with  £312  in  1954. 

Of  the  727  new  dwellings  erected  during  this  period  349  were 
privately  built  whilst  the  remainder  were  completed  under  the 
various  Council  schemes.  These  latter  included  houses  for  general 
needs  and  slum  clearance  and  bungalows  for  those  retired  and 
specially  planned  accommodation  for  the  physically  handicapped. 

From  a  health  point  of  view  progress  during  the  five  years 
has  also  been  very  favourable.  The  Birth  Rate  shows  a  small  but 
steady  increase,  the  Death  Rate  has  varied  very  little  and  the 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  has  decreased  considerably  each  year  from 
50.32  per  1,000  live  births  in  1954  to  13.36  during  the  presentyear. 
This  latter  figure  is,  I  believe,  the  lowest  yet  recorded  for  the 
Urban  District.  Notification  of  the  more  serious  infectious  diseases 
has  also  declined  and  it  is  particularly  pleasing  to  note  that  the 
number  of  fresh  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  has  fallen  from 
15  in  1954  to  5  in  1958.  There  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria. 

New  legislation  during  the  quinquennium,  including  the  Hous¬ 
ing  Repairs  and  Rent  Act  1954,  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955,  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955 — 1957,  and  the  Slaughterhouses 
(Hygiene)  Regulations,  1958,  etc.,  has  played  its  part  in  promoting 
the  health  of  the  community  by  enabling  the  local  authority  to 
condemn  and  demolish  houses  unfit  for  human  habitation  by 
modem  standards  and  by  giving  greater  scope  to  the  Officers 
concerned  with  food  and  food  premises  to  ensure  that  the  increased 
standards  of  hygiene  laid  down  in  the  Regulations  are  maintained 
and  improved  on,  if  possible. 
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Attempts  to  alleviate  the  nuisance  caused  by  some  industrial 
and  Council  concerns  in  the  district  have  had  varying  success. 
Complaints  about  the  sewage  works  are  still  received  from  time 
to  time  and  though  measures  have  been  taken  and  will  continue 
to  be  taken  to  lessen  the  discomfort  of  residents  in  that  vicinity  it 
must  be  understood  that  it  is  well-nigh  impossible,  particularly 
under  certain  climatic  conditions,  to  have  a  sewage  works  one 
hundred  per  cent,  free  from  smell  and  flies.  In  the  East  Ward  the 
obnoxious  fumes  from  an  industrial  processing  plant  continues  to 
be  a  great,  source  of  annoyance  to  the  residents  of  that  area.  One 
would  imagine  that  in  this  scientific  age  some  effective  method  of 
disposal  of  these  waste  gasses  could  have  been  evolved  but  appar¬ 
ently  this  has,  up  to  now,  not  been  possible.  Supervision 
of  this  plant  has  now  passed  to  the  Alkali  Inspectorate  of  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and  they  assure  us  that 
they  are  keeping  in  very  close  liaison  with  the  Company. 

Congratulation  to  Mr.  Marsh  who  joined  the  staff  of  the 
Health  Department  as  a  trainee  inspector  in  April,  1957  and  who 
sat  for  and  passed  his  qualifying  examination  in  July,  1958. 

To  Miss  Pepper,  and  Miss  Goodwin  who  joined  the  staff  in 
January,  1958,  I  would  like  to  extend  a  special  word  of  thanks  for 
the  enormous  amount  of  clerical  work  they  managed  to  get 
through  in  connection  with  the  poliomyelitis  and  B.C.G.  vacci¬ 
nation  campaigns. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  help 
and  assistance  reoeived  from  the  Nursing  staff  at  the  various 
clinics,  from  Mr.  Lightfoot,  the  Senior  Public  Health  Iuspector 
and  from  my  colleagues  in  other  Departments.

Madam  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting,  in  conjunction  with  that  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  my  report  on  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  during  the  year.  This  report  to  a  large  extent 
summarises  the  monthly  reports  to  the  Committees  dealing  with 
health  and  housing  matters  and  wherever  possible  the  bare  statis¬ 
tics  have  been  amplified  by  appropriate  observations. 

Housing  in  all  its  aspects  still  continues  to  be  one  of  the  main 
functions  of  a  public  health  department  and  it  is  pleasing  to  be 
able  to  record  that  the  general  standard  is  being  continuously 
raised,  by  the  building  of  new  houses,  the  eradication  of  decayed 
houses  and  by  the  break-up  of  the  large  blocks  of  investment 
property  into  single  units.  These  new  owner-occupiers,  with  their 
pride  of  ownership,  have  transformed  their  houses  into  “palaces. 
While  many  of  the  older  houses  can  never  possess  an  adequate 
private  open  space  or  garden  there  is  no  reason  why  a  bathroom 
and  a  constant  supply  of  hot  water  should  not  be  provided. 

Public  cleansing  is  not  glamorous,  the  men  are  often  referred 
to  disparagingly,  yet  their  work  is  of  first  priority  in  the  public 
health  field  and  one  which  brings  them  into  daily  contact  with  the 
residents  of  the  community  they  serve.  That  so  few  complaints 
are  received  is  a  tribute  to  the  efficiency  of  the  workmen. 

I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  loyalty  and  efficiency 
of  your  public  health  department  staff,  the  help  and  advice  given 
by  Dr.  Carroll  and  the  co-operation  of  other  officials  of  the 
Council. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Chairmen  of  the  Committees  and  all 
members  of  the  Council  for  their  continued  interest  and  support 
throughout  the  year.

The  following  extract  taken  from  Circular  G.R.O.  (M.O.H.) 
No.  2/  1957  issued  by  the  General  Register  Office  is  given  as  a 
guide  to  members  on  the  meaning  of  the  terms  “crude”  birth  and 
death  rate  and  “corrected”  (adjusted)  birth  and  death  rate. 

“To  make  an  approximate  allowance  for  the  way  in  which  the 
sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  local  population  differs  from  that 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  the  crude  birth  and  death  rates 
for  the  area  should  be  multiplied  by  the  appropriate  area 
comparability  factor.  When  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates  have 
been  so  adjusted,  they  are  com;  arable  with  the  crude  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  or  with  the  corresponding  adjusted  rate  for 
any  other  area.  The  present  factors  are  derived  from  the  final  1951 
census  population.” 

The  area  comparability  factor  for  this  Urban  District  for  the 
year  1958  was  Births  0.98  and  Deaths  1.42. 
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PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

Altogether  there  were  389  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified 
during  the  year.  This  was  mostly  attributable  to  an  outbreak  of 
measles  which  occurred  during  October,  November  and  December 


Scarlet  Fever. 

Cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  of  the  mild  variety,  continue  to  occur. 
There  were  29  such  cases  and  of  these  5  were  admitted  to  hospital 

Poliomyelitis. 

One  case  only  was  notified.  It  was  that  of  a  little  boy  aged 
two  and  the  right  side  of  his  body  was  involved.  He  made  a  re¬ 
markable  recovery  and  was  leading  a  full  normal  life  with  little  or 
no  incapacity  when  last  visited.  He  had  not  been  vaccinated. 

As  a  result  of  the  greatly  increased  supply  of  material  avail¬ 
able  vaccination  was  offered  to  all  children  born  between  1943 — 
1958  as  well  as  to  expectant  mothers,  General  Practitioners,  hos¬ 
pital  and  ambulance  staff  and  their  families.  In  addition  it  was 
decided  to  recommend  a  third  dose  to  be  given  not  less  than  seven 
months  after  the  second.  Well  over  five  thousand  injections  were 
given.  The  details  are  given  on  page  16. 

Dysentery. 

An  outbreak  of  Dysentery  occurred  in  the  East  Ward  towards 
the  end  of  December.  Pre-school  children  and  infants  were  mainlv 
involved.  Twenty-three  cases  were  reported  up  till  the  end  of  De¬ 
cember,  but  as  cases  continued  to  be  reported  into  February,  1959 
a  fuller  account  will  be  given  later 

Tuberculosis. 

Five  cases  of  Pulmonary  and  one  case  of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  were  reported  for  the  first  time.  The  numbers  in  1957 
were  nine  and  two  respectively.  Those  who  contracted  this  pul¬ 
monary  variety  were  all  housewives,  the  majority  of  whom  were 
between  20  and  30  years  of  age 

Two  deaths  directly  attibuted  to  the  disease  'were  registered. 
One  of  these  had  not  been  previously  notified  to  the  Health 
Department.

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This  water  is  still  very  hard  and  has  a  high  chloride  content 
but  the  figures  for  hardness  are  lower  than  those  found  in  the 
previous  year  when  the  total  hardness  was  422  parts  per  million, 
apart  from  its  hardness  the  water  is  quite  satisfactory.

The  daily  domestic  consumption  of  water  per  head  .is  the 
highest  ever  recorded  and  compared  with  1948  there  is  an  increase 
of  8.23  gallons  and  compared  with  1928  the  increase  is  13.88  gal¬ 
lons.  It  is  to  be  expected  that  as  the  general  standard  of  housing 
improves  by  the  erection  of  modern  homes,  the  provision  of  baths 
and  a  constant  supply  of  hot  water  in  terrace-type  houses  &  by  the 
demolition  or  closure  of  unfit  houses,  the  average  daily  consumtion 
of  water  per  head  will  continue  to  rise.

There  are  only  6  dwellings  in  the  district  without  public 
supply,  and  these  have  piped  spring  water  (four  supplied  by 
hydraulic  ram,  one  supplied  by  gravitation  and  one  supplied  by 
mechanical  pump)  samples  taken  periodically  show  these  supplies 
to  be  of  satisfactory  bacteriological  purity. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL— MANSFIELD  WOODHOUSE. 

No  extensions  or  improvements  were  made  to  the  works 
during  the  year.  Two  samples  of  effluent  taken  during  the  year 
were  unsatisfactory  by  reason  of  suspended  solids  being  too  high. 

The  number  of  properties  drained  into  the  Mansfield  Corpor¬ 
ation  works,  under  agreement,  was  536  on  December  31st,  an 
increase  of  two. 

FOREST  TOWN. 

This  area  is  drained  into  a  joint  scheme  with  disposal  works 
situated  in  the  Rural  Distriot  of  South  well  area.  The  number  of 
properties  connected  thereto  was  1,535  on  December  31st,  an 
increase  of  12. 

PLEASLEY  VALE. 

A  small  sewage  purification  works  has  been  constructed  by  a 
private  company  owning  a  large  factory  and  dwellings  in  this  area, 
at  present  the  plant  is  only  dealing  with  sewage  from  the  factory 
premises.  No  progress  has  been  made  with  the  conversion  of  pail 
closets  and  connection  of  the  drainage  of  the  company's  houses  at 
Pleasley  Yale  to  the  private  sew'er.  Because  of  the  effect  of  mining 
subsidence  the  wdiole  scheme  will  have  to  be  re-considered.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  and  salvage  is  carried 
out  under  the  supervision  of  your  Health  Department  using  two 
fore  and  aft  tippers  for  the  main  collection  rounds  and  a  7  cubic 
yard  side  loader  for  collection  from  outlying  premises  and  the 
collection  of  salvage  from  business  premises.  These  three  vehicles 
should  be  sufficient  to  cope  with  the  present  housing  development 
and  that  likely  to  take  place  during  the  life  of  the  vehicles. 

Disposal  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  on  land  which  will 
ultimately  be  used  for  agriculture.  In  spite  of  many  prosecutions 
over  a  period  of  six  years  the  offence  of  sorting  over  and  disturb¬ 
ing  tipped  refuse  still  occurs.  During  1958  five  such  offenders  were 
prosecuted,  found  guilty  and  fined. 

All  salvage  collected  during  the  year  was  sold  and  although 
the  quantity  of  paper  was  higher,  a  decrease  in  the  price  obtained 
for  all  items  resulted  in  the  total  value  being  reduced  by  £52  com¬ 
pared  with  the  previous  year.

RODENT  CONTROL — Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  1949 

The  Council  provide  an  efficient  rodent  control  service  in  the 
District^  this  service  is  free  to  the  occupiers  of  residential  property 
but  a  charge  to  cover  the  cost  of  labour  and  materials  is  made 
in  respect  of  business  premises  and  agricultural  property. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act  the  owners  or  occupiers 
of  premises  are  under  legal  obligation  to  write  to  the  local  authority 
wherever  there  is  reason  to  think  that  there  are  rats  or  mice  on  or 
around  their  property  in  substantial  numbers. 

The  greatest  problem  met  with  in  operating  the  rodent 
control  service  is  that  of  impressing  upon  the  public  the  necessity 
of  early  action  in  cases  of  suspected  infestation.  Publicity  is  a 
great  help  in  this  matter  and  pamphlets  are  always  available  to 
members  of  the  general  public  drawing  attention  to  their  respon¬ 
sibilities  under  the  Act  and  to  the  service  operated  by  the  Council. 

It  cannot  be  stressed  too  often  that  the  rat  is  our  greatest 
pest  being  the  cause  of  great  damage  to  food  supplies  and  build¬ 
ings.  It  has  been  estimated  that  the  brown  rat  alone  is  responsible 
for  £25,000,000  worth  of  damage  in  one  year.  It  is  a  cairier  of 
disease  and  is,  wdthout  doubt,  a  menace  to  every  member  of  the 
community  and  as  such  it  must  be  ruthlessly  sought  out  and 
destroyed. 

The  following  statistics  give  some  indication  of  the  work  done 
during  the  year  and  reflect  great  credit  upon  our  Rodent  Operator 
Mr.  A.  E.  Ramsdale  who  has  carried  out  his  work  wdth  great 
vigour  and  enthusiasm.

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The  sewers  serving  this  District  continue  to  be  comparatively 
free  from  serious  infestation. 

Three  systems  were  treated  during  the  year  and  for  the  first 
time  since  such  treatments  began  it  was  decided  to  use  Warfarin 
in  the  form  of  a  prepared  sewer  bait. 

The  systems  treated  were  as  follows  : — 

(1)  Mansfield  Woodhouse  system  with  outfall  to  the  Mansfield 

Works. 

(2)  Mansfield  Woodhouse  main  system  with  outfall  to  the 

Council’s  own  works. 

(3)  The  system  serving  the  Pump  Hollow  Council  Estate, 

Forest  Town. 

Three  “takes”,  all  in  adjacent  manholes,  were  recorded  on 
each  of  the  latter  town  systems,  These  manholes  were  baited  in 
the  1-4-8  sequence  until  no  further  activity  was  noted. 

Once  again  I  have  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  help  given 
the  Department  during  these  treatments  by  the  Ministry  of  Agri¬ 
culture,  Fisheries  and  Food  through  their  District  Pests  Officer.

Once  again  the  Department  followed  closely  the  trends 
of  development  in  the  held  of  insedt  control  and  were  able  to 
supply  the  necessary  insecticides  to  meet  mc£t  contingencies 
as  they  arose.  Difficulty  was  however  experienced  in  two 
isolated  infestations  by  the  common  ant  when  the  proprietory 
insecticides  we  had  available  appeared  to  have  little  efiedt.  The 
colonies  were  eventually  eradicated  successfully  by  using  a 
poison  dispensed  locally  to  our  own  specification. 

During  the  late  summer  months  many  complaints  were 
received  of  the  invasion  of  various  properties  by  swaims  of 
mosquitoes.  The  source  of  these  complaints  were  widespread 
and  not  confined  to  any  particular  Ward.  All  potential  breed¬ 
ing  grounds  in  the  District  were  surveyed  and  larval  specimens 
obtained  and  submitted  for  identification.  As  a  result  of  this 
initial  survey  it  was  established  that  the  majority  of  the  cc  m- 
plaints  could  be  attributed  to  one  species  namely  Culex 
pipiens — the  presence  of  which  though  of  little  Medical  im¬ 
portance  could  not  be  ignored  if  only  because  of  their  nuisance 
value.  In  addition  to  this  species  the  North  Ward  only  was 
troubled  by  our  largest  native  biting  mosquito  Theobaldia 
annulata  Schrank.  For  this  reason  priority  of  treatment  was 
given  to  this  Ward  but  throughout  the  whole  area  all  known 
breeding  grounds  were  treated  either  by  oiling  or  spraying 
with  residual  insedticide. 

The  one  infestation  of  weevils  recorded  in  the  foregoing 
table  was  found  to  be  attributable  to  Otiorihyncus  Sulcatus 
one  of  the  plant  feeding  species  the  presence  of  which  within 
the  dwelling  was  of  no  real  significance. 

Regular  and  frequert  treatments  have  been  undertaken 
throughout  the  year  at  the  Council's  refuse  tip  to  combat  any 
possible  nuisance  from  flies  or  crickets,  the  work  being 
facilitated  by  the  purchase  during  the  year  of  a  new  and  im¬ 
proved  dry  powder  blower. 
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CLEAN  AIM.  ACT,  1956. 

Pollution  from  industrial  undertakings,  with  two  exceptions, 
is  negligible,  the  same  cannot  be  said  of  domestic  chimneys,  but 
until  there  is  a  national  fuel  policy  dealing  with  the  utilisation  of 
coal,  smokeless  fuel  and  fuel  oil  the  establishment  of  smokeless 
zones  in  a  mining  area  is  neither  practical  nor  economic. 

During  the  year  the  Alkali  etc.,  Works  Order  1958,  transferred 
to  the  Alkali  Inspectorate  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government,  all  local  authority  powers  under  this  Act  as  respects 
the  low  temperature  coal  carbonisation  plant  situated  in  the  East 
Ward,  this  does  not  cure  any  nuisance  but  it  does  ensure  that  a 
specially  qualified  Inspector  is  responsible  for  this  and  other 
similar  plants  in  the  region  and  there  is  hope  that  some  improve¬ 
ment  will  eventually  result.  One  Colliery  in  the  West  Ward  con¬ 
tinues  to  create  a  nuisance  but  a  start  has  now  been  made 
to  effect  a  remedy  by  the  installation  of  the  first  of  a  series  of  me¬ 
chanical  stokers  designed  to  burn,  without  nuisance,  the  un¬ 
saleable  fuel  used  by  the  National  Coal  Board.

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

The  following  applications  were  dealt  with  :

Two  unlicenced  dwellings  were  removed  from  sites  in  the 
district  during  the  year  without  recourse  to  legal  proceedings. 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years  there  was  no  large  influx  of 
itinerent  van  dwellers,  the  occasional  van  was  observed  but  only 
remained  a  few  days  and  then  without  any  spoilation  of  the  site 

used. 

SCHOOLS  AND  PUBLIC  BUILDINGS. 

These  premises  have  been  regularly  inspected  during  the  year.  Four 
of  the  eight  schools  in  the  district  are  of  post-war  construction. 
The  sanitary  accommodation  at  the  four  old  schools,  while  clean, 
and  sufficient  can  only  be  regarded  as  unsatisfactory  being  sit¬ 
uated  across  the  playground,  not  fully  covered  and  often  frozen-up 
during  severe  weather  and  most  important,  hand  washing 
facilities  are  not  contiguous.  Old  schools  which  are  to  be  retained 
should  be  brought  up  to  the  standard  set  by  the  new  schools. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

One  factory  in  the  district  carries  on  the  trades  of  gut  scraper, 
fat  and  tallow  melters  and  extractors. 

The  Council’s  byelaws  have  been  fully  complied  with  and 
improvements  carried  out  during  the  year  once  again  lessened  the 
cause  for  complaint.

The  various  prescribed  forms  necessary  for  the  operation 
of  the  Acft  have  been  made  available  free  of  charge  by  the 
Council  to  both  owners  and  occupiers  of  tenanted  properties. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  during  the  period  commencing 
with  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Acft  and  terminating  at 
the  3 ISt  December,  1958,  480  tenants  were  issued  with  Form 
G  (the  initial  notice  by  tenant  to  landlord  of  defecfts  of  repair) 
by  the  local  authority  alone — not  taking  into  account  copies 
obtained  elsewhere — whilst  only  115  applications  for  Certifi¬ 
cates  of  Disrepair  were  received  during  the  same  period. 

Although  these  figures  are  not  sufficiently  accurate  to 
enable  any  precise  conclusion  to  be  reached  it  would  appear 
that  in  75 — S3  per  cent,  of  all  cases  where  Form  G  was  served 
either  the  necessary  works  have  been  executed  without  need 
for  further  addon,  or  some  amicable  agreement  was  reached 
between  landlord  and  tenant  without  the  local  authority  being 
approached. 

There  is  certainly  no  doubt  that  in  this  area  at  least  the 
Acft  is  proving  far  more  successful  than  that  of  1954  in  securing 
the  repair  of  rent-controlled  houses.  Whether  the  standard  of 
repair  and  decoration  already  achieved  will  contirue  obvious¬ 
ly  depends  upon  the  initiative  of  the  tenants  in  implementing 
the  provisions  of  the  Acft.  Unfortunately  the  complicated  ad- 
minidrative  procedure  involved  certainly  deters  a  percentage 
of  tenants  from  taking  any  acftion  whatsoever.

IMPROVEMENTS  GRANTS. 


During  the  9  years  the  Housing  Act  1949  and  the  amending 
Acts  have  been  in  force  the  Council  have  made  provision  for  the 
payment  of  grants  to  house  owners  of  half  the  cost  of  improve¬ 
ment  works.  Although  the  conditions  attached  to  the  grant  have 
not  been  unduly  restrictive  only  8  houses  have  been  improved 
with  the  aid  of  this  financial  assistance  during  this  period.  A  dis¬ 
appointing  response  which  can  only  be  interpreted  as  failure  of  the 
Act  in  its  intention  to  aid  the  provision  of  bathrooms,  indoor 
sanitation,  running  hot  water  supply,  electric  light,  to  quote  only 
a  few  of  the  improvements  covered. 

During  1958  only  one  application  was  received  and  the  Coun¬ 
cil  made  a  grant  of  £82-10  towards  the  cost  of  installing  a  fixed 
bath,  internal  watercloset  and  a  constant  supply  of  hot  water,

It  is  anticipated  that  by  the  end  of  1960  bovine  tuberculosis 
will  have  been  virtually  eradicated  and  it  will  then  be  necessary 
for  all  tuberculosis  found  on  ante-mortum  inspection  to  be  re¬ 
ported  to  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  so  that  any  infection 
can  be  traced.

Routine  examination  was  carried  out  to  discover  this  parasite 
which  causes  tape -worm  in  man.

Food  Hygiene. 

Your  Department  has  endeavoured  to  carry  out  constant 
routine  inspections  throughout  the  year  of  all  food  premises  within 
the  area  of  the  Authority. 

Several  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955 
were  observed  and  in  the  majority  of  these  cases  the  cause  of 
complaint  were  rectified  at  the  time  of  the  inspection.  It  was 
found  necessary  however,  to  serve  22  informal  notices  on  the 
occupiers  of  food  premises  and  in  each  case  the  contraventions 
detailed  therein  were  remedied  without  the  necessity  of  the  Coun¬ 
cil  having  to  resort  to  more  formal  action.

Bacteriological  Examination  of  Samples. 


During  the  year  13  samples  of  ice-cream  were  sent  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Nottingham,  where  they  were  submitted 
to  this  form  of  methylene  blue  test  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health.  The  following  table  gives  the  results  of  these  tests.

Samples  placed  in  grades  1  and  2  are  regarded  as  satis¬ 
factory  and  samples  placed  in  grades  3  and  4  unsatisfactory. 
This  interpretation  of  the  results  is  subject  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health’s  suggestion  that  owing  to  numerous  factors  governing 
the  hygienic  quality  of  ice-cream,  it  is  unwise  to  pay  too  much 
attention  to  the  bacteriological  results  of  any  given  sample. 
Judgement  should  be  based  rather  on  a  series  of  samples,  and 
it  is  suggested  that  over  a  period  50%  of  a  vendor’s  samples 
should  be  grade  1,  80%  grades  1  and  2,  not  more  than  20% 
grade  3  and  none  should  be  grade  4. 
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WATER  ICES. 

This  term  covers  frozen  confections  mainly  consisting  of  water 
with  the  addition  of  fruit  juice,  sweetening,  colouring  and  flavour¬ 
ing,  which  are  sold  under  a  variety  of  trade  names.  Since  water  is 
the  main  ingredient  for  most  of  these  they  are  now  subject  to  a 
bacteriological  examination  similar  to  that  applied  to  the  public 
water  supply  and  are  expected  to  attain  the  same  high  standard 
of  bacterial  purity. 

During  the  year  13  samples  of  water-ice  were  sent  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Nottingham  and  the  following  table 
gives  the  results  of  the  tests  applied  to  them.
